neither bee divided, hor cleft, nor ſcarce 
ſeene ; which ifit ſhould offer it ſelfe to 
theeye, and every particular member to 
be viewed :1 would inake youpreſently 
ſee rſtthe Lice, and alſo the conturrence 
of hooked, rough, and ſmooth Atomes,

:inently be ſaid ofthis our client : forthey 
live in familiar ſociety one with another, 
and with man alſo : it is, not fo eaſily 
judged what kinde of forme they com- 
moaly uſe ; only it is not much different 
from a popular State,forthey are eſteemed 
by the number ;and are not tranſcended 
in judgement and worth by the plebeans ;

Conterning 
the reſt, itis exceeding wonderfull, ind al. 
mo incredible, what I ſhall rell you; for 
as famous Authors: doe relate, thar the 
great and tutelar pods: of rhe: Trojans did 
abandon the city zupon the Grecians ſack. 
ingofit : ſo theſealſo doewhenthey per- 
\ ceiveany body marked for death;they pack 
 twvay by troopes, and this obſeruation ne- 
ver failed thewiſeft Phyfitians and Philoſo- 
phers. Whereupon'ſoine Havethought 
that theſe haue a propheticall faculty in di- 
uining. Beholding the meaſure and com- 
paſle of their body, you will chinke they 
are able to 'atchieue either 'lirtle, -or- no- 
Reade the renowne and douted deeds of them, 
And learne the worth of their heroicke ſlem, 
You willpreſently change your opinion, 
for whether it bee through an ingenious

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faires,they doc contemne Chronicles,they

| mander of the Romans, who vanquiſhe 
Marins twice, and twice Mithridates, who 
diſmantled and ſackt 4rbeys, who belmea- 
red all Zaly with flaughters : This man, I 
lay,they did invade'with troopes;” to fay 
nothing of Arnatpb.us, A4nriochus, Herode, 
Maximigian, Pheretimus, Honorins, (aſſan- 
der: all Kings and Ptinces: not defcending 
tordateof priuate perſgyiages, oyer whom 
they got moſt ifluſtrious” viRtoties ,Incoun- 
tring them weaponleſle and fouldierleſſe: 
as thatif f haveany judgement, my Client 
may defervedly challenge, and affume to 
himſelfe this encomiaſticke title our ofthe 
Grecke, 

I thus a Lonce, doemen and Tyrants tame, 
And of dread Themis7 Sergeant am. 

I would have'giuen you the Latin, but 
that Pediculus, runs from-aRoman verſe; 
more friendly complying with the Greeks, 
as he hath reaſon; though ke is. courteous 


and 
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and ſociable enough with others, that hee 
hath begun the leaſt familiarity with ; for 
he tha not gaſh, nor hurt any one, bur 
onely tickles them, unleſle whom hee in- 
vades ina troope, wherin (as Socrates ſaith 
in Plautus Phedon) tis a queſtion whether 
it bea greater paine, or pleaſure : but that 
if there beany paine, iris the progenitor of 
pleaſure; which dainty kinde of tickling, 
(my Lords )l thinke youareſotaken with, 
as that I imagine, it is your chicfeſt and 
moſt luſhious reliſhment of your poore 
and miſcrable condition, .. Often haue 
ſeene with whar exprellive delight, you 
uſe to rubbe and ſcratch, ſometimes your 
backe, ſomerimes your head, ſometimes 
your ſides, ſometimes another part, to 
which this your gueſt doth give the gentle 
itching twitch: for if Pleaſure be as Plato 
ſaith, buta meere repletion, and that riſing 
from indigencie:I wonder it you can bring 
any other caule of that your ſo mighty fri- 
cative pleaſure, but this your accuſed de- 
fendant, whom (1 will tell you a pretty 
jeſt) by all your ſcratching of your head, 
and

and ſcrubbing of your body, you deſtroy 
nevera whit the more, but multiply him, 
The Philoſophers can tell you the cauſe 
hereof, Whatwillyouſay and they prove 
Chirurgians, forthe beſt approved Phyſi- 
tians do confeſle , that it is good to have 
lice inthe head, As fortheir death, with 
what wonderfull courage;how undaunted- 
ly do they fuffer. For many times (being 
now at deaths doore, fhaking hands with 
all che world, and ſcaffoled upon the very 
comb,theuſuallplacc of execution, he wal» 
keth about ſecurely,without being moyed 
in minde at all; that he might do nought 
contrary to the dignity of his forepaſled 
life, or ſcandalize his credit, whereof no- 
ble and brave ſpirits are ever eſpecially 
cheary. AuguStus ( «far is ſaid to have 
wiſhed for an eaſic departure, and quicke 
riddance in his d&ath, which this creature 
(1 thinke) onely hath, for he is not martyrd 
with lingering and chronical], ror with 
{ſmart and acutepangs : hee feeles not the 
Pleureſie,Stone,or winde-collick, I gueſie, 


' becauſfeat his birth,Yenus ſtood in the eight 
place 
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_ place from the horoſcope, which as the 
Mathematicians doe vvell declare, doth 
prognoſticate a moſt cafie and unpaining 
death to mortals; among whom, our Cl. 
ent is not the loweſt in degree. Thushe is 
gone, but with the turning ofa chumbe; 
herein onely tobe lamented, becauſche ut- 
fers undeſcrvingly, though not therefore 
the more miſerable, for no man in his re- 
atficd judgement, can call calamitons in- 
nocency, infelicity:which they lay Socrates 
aidallo before his death, when ſome of 
his friends did therefore grieve, that 1o 
good a man as he ſhould (uffer ſo undeler- 
vingly.Now the moſt partare extinguiſher 
with untimely death, and cherefore with- 
out Pompe, Stewes, and a Herauld, with 
a private, not a folemne funcrall; they are 
expoſed, . rather then repoled in their 
rombes, perhaps becaulc” they dye intheir 
minority, and before they come to age : 
wherefore commonly they decealſc inte- 
are. Theſe are but a few commendations, 
culled and floiculated out of many : for
